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TRADE IS PUZZLING 
SAYS DUN S REPORT 


B A N D IT S C A U G H T . 


ELECTION EXCITEMENT HURTS 
BUSINESS CONDI HONS. 


The Volume of Production Is Well 
Maintained—Business, 
However, 
Shows Little Far-Reaching Improve­ 
ment—List of the W eek’s Failures 
Depression In Wheat and Cotton. 


New Y ork, N ov. 3.—R. G. Dun <fc 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
“The last week of October, with an 
exciting election near, can not indi­ 
cate much of the true condition of 
business. 
But it is satisfactory th at 
the volume of production is well m ain­ 
tained and in one or two branches in­ 
creased; th a t 
no monetary difficul­ 
ties disturb; that breadstuffs are a 
little higher; and th at no m aterial de­ 
cline appears during the week in man­ 
ufactured products. 
At present the 
volume of business transacted is on 
the whole sm aller than last year and 
much smaller than in 1892, though a 
Presidential election was then close at 
hand. 
“Corn has advanced 4 cents, with 
western receipts about a third and ex­ 
ports about an eighth of last year's. 
Yet pork and hogs are somewhat 
lower, w ith lard about 
the same. 
W heat is three fourths of a cent higher 
for spot and I cent for December, and 
it looks as if strength In com had pre­ 
vented a further decline, although 
western receipts were only 4,587,670 
bushels for the week, against 6,503,171 
last year,and Atlantic exports increased 
to 696,566 bushels, 
against 740,506 
last year. 
Cotton is again lower, spot 
being 5.75, w ith receipts so heavy that 
large erop 
estimates 
are favored, 
though it makes little difference in 
the real prospect w hether the yield is 
500,000 or 1,000,000 bales greater than 
the world’s requirement, with great 
stocks of old cotton in sight. 
The de­ 
pression of cotton and wheat, and the 
partial loss of the corn crop must be 
reckoned an im portant cause of hesi­ 
tancy in the real distribution of prod­ 
ucts. 
“ W aiting for retail trade depresses 
the te vtile manufactures and conces­ 
sions in price have been made to effect 
large contracts. Otherwise the market 
is generally dull. w ithout indications 
of any improvement. 
In wools, the 
fall and w inter demand is disappoint­ 
ing, though still fairly large for the 
season, but the expected supplemental 
orders do not appear, and great un­ 
certainty prevails as to spring goods. 
No changes of price are noted. 
Manu­ 
facturers are not. disposed to produce 
in advance of the change Jan. I, and 
so are buying only for current needs, 
and 
in the west it is com plained 
th a t wool 
goes begging at prices 
below 
the parity of 
si iii lur wool 
abroad on the scoured basis. 
At the 
three eastern m arkets sales for the 
week were 4,009,900 pounds, against 
4,458,500 last year and ’”..054,953 in 
1892. 
“During the last week failures have 
been 249 in the Unitod States, against 
858 last week, and r>0 in Canada, against 
28 last week. ”

C h ic a g o , N ov. .3.—A serious accident 
occurred on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
A Chicago tracks at South Chicago last 
evening when the west bound subur­ 
ban passenger train, due in Chicago at 
7:30 o'clock, dashed into a coal train of 
the Calumet A Blue Island railroad. 
No lives were lost, but several people 
were seriously injured. 
The engine 
of the passenger train was 
badly 
wrecked. 
A few seconds before the 
crash came Frank Simons, the en­ 
gineer, 
and 
J. 
Bund, 
Jr., 
the 
fireman, jumped from the engine and 
escaped without serious injury. 
Just 
how the accident occurred is unex­ 
plained. 
The crews of the two trains 
tell 
conflicting stories. 
The 
Fort 
Wayne train, with few passengers on 
board, was running at thirty miles an 
honr, supposedly on a clear track. The 
first intimation of danger was when 
Engineer Simons sighted the coal train 
ahead. 
He reversed his engine and 
leaped from the train, calling upon the 
fireman to do the same. 
Their prompt 
action saved their lives and probably 
those of many on the train, for by the 
time the crash came the speed of the 
passenger locomotive had been m ater­ 
ially checked.

“ May* the knowledge console you 
th at our grief is the grief of our entire 
beloved nation and may the nation not 
forget th at the strength and firmness 
of holy Russia lies in its unity and un­ 
bounded devotion to us. In this sad and 
solemn hour in which we ascend our 
ancestral throne of the Russian empire 
and czardom of Poland and the grand 
duchy of Finland indissolubly linked 
with it,we, however,remember the leg­ 
acy left us by our lamented father and 
imbued with it we. in the presence of 
the most high, take a vow to make our 
sole aim the development of the power 
and glory of our beloved Russia and 
the happiness of our faithful subjects.’’ 
The manifesto concludes with * the 
command th at tile oath of allegiance be 
taken to him. Emperor Nicholas IL, 
and to his heir apparent, < tram! Duke 
George Alexandroviteh, his brother, 
who is to be entitled ezarowitz until 
God may bless with a son the union 
which his majesty is about to enter 
into with Princess Alixof Hesse-Darm­ 
stadt.

O m aha. Neb.. Nov. 3.—A portion of 
the large packing and slaughtering 
establishment of the G. ll. Hammond 
company ut South Omaha, is in ruins. 
The entire fire departm ents of Omaha 
and South Omaha made a desperate 
fight yesterdaj' against the spread of 
the fire to the entire group of the Ham­ 
mond buildings, which are huddled 
closely together, as well as to the im­ 
mense packing plants of Swift A Co., 
and the Cudahy company, and the 
flames were got under control. 
The 
buildings of Swift A Co. are only about 
half or tw o-tbirds of a block distant 
from the portion of the Hammond plant 
while the Cudahy plant is about half 
a mile distant.. 
As the flames had nearly been got 
under control two firemen belonging 
to the Hammond plant fire departm ent 
were caught under a falling wall and 
instantly killed. 
It is supposed th at the fire broke out 
about 8 o'clock. 
It obtained a tre­ 
mendous start, and the killing and 
the chill rooms were soon burned. 
The beef slaughtering house, in which, 
the fire originated, is the largest of 
the Hammond company's buildings, 
and it was practically gutted. 
The beef house was a good modern, 
brick building, well equipped, and is 
said to have cost $200,000. I t is five 
stories high and the dimensions are 
about 250x350 feet. As it is almost sur­ 
rounded by railroad ti acks it was very 
difficult for the firemen to make a suc­ 
cessful battle against the flames. 
It is estimated th at the loss on the 
beef house alone will reach $400,000,.as 
it was killing 600 or more cattle a day 
and was well stocked. 
The insurance 
on the entire Hammond company plant 
here is placed at $1,500,000. The works 
will be rebuilt. 
The G. II. Hammond company was 
established in 1869 and incorporated 
under tile

of 
Michigan in. 
I MIM). 
A large share of its stock is held 
by English capitalists, a1 though a great 
amount of American money is also in 
vested in the concern. Its general 
offices and its largest packing estab­ 
lishment are located at Hammond, 
Ind. 
The Hammond slaughter house 
kills twice tile number of cattle th a t 
are slaughtered at the South Omaha 
house, but no hogs^are killed a t Ham­ 
mond. 
Many of the hogs killed a t 
Omaha are shipped whole to the Ham­ 
mond plant to lie cut up and packed.

INFORMATION TO VOTERS. 
The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: A voter upon entering the polling place, and giving his name and residence, 
will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other eau be used. Upon re­ 
ceiving his ballot, voter must retire, alone to a booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper 
manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. The voter, if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nomi­ 
nated by any paity, should make across mark, X, under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose. 
A bahoe 
so marked, and having no other mark, will be counted for all of the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the candi­ 
dates of the party have been erased, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased or pasted over a printed name. If the voter wishes to vote 
for some of the candidates of different political parties, he should erase the names of the candidates he doe3 uot desire to vote for, and make a cross mal k, X, 
after the name of each candidate he does; desire to vote for. 
If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office whose name is not on the ballot, he must 
write the name in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the office aud make a cross, X, in the square at the right of it. 
The ballot 
should riot be marked in any any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not 
ibore than three in all to any one voter. Five minutes time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in marking 
his ballot, can be taken into the booth, and may he used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by 
the voter. After it is marked, it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed endorsemnts and signatures of the b illot clerks on 
outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the booth, give his name to the insnector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed 
in the box, and pass out of the votiugplace. A voter who declares to the presiding ofiicer, that he is unable to read or that by reason of physical disability he 
is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of oneor two election officers, in marking same, to be chosen bv the voter. The presiding officer may admin­ 
ister an oath, iii his discretion, as to such person’s disability.
